'  I  \EE  Editor  presents  the  thirteenth  edition  of  the  General 
■*•  Catalogue  with  considerable  reluctance.  A  biographical 
catalogue  is  never  finished  and  perfection  is  never  achieved.  Even 
accuracy  is  not  assured,  for  sketches  must  be  compiled  from 
records  of  varying  authenticity  and  even  when  the  facts  are  cor- 
rectly ascertained,  many  an  error  in  typography  eludes  the  most 
alert  proofreader  and  results  in  the  publication  of  false  informa- 
tion. Needless  to  say,  the  Editor  has  endeavored  to  present  as 
accurate  a  volume  as  is  humanly  possible  and  has  corresponded 
widely  and  consulted  many  records  in  person  to  achieve  this  end. 
Much  supplementary  data  not  included  herein  has  been  gathered 
and  is  on  file  at  the  Library  for  future  reference.  Any  information 
which  will  complete  or  correct  any  part  of  this  Catalogue  will 
be  considered  a  favor  and  may  be  addressed  to  the  Editor  at 
the  Library. 

Although  nearly  two  years  have  been  allowed  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  this  edition  the  Editor  has  been  under  some  little  handicap 
especially  in  bringing  it  to  completion  under  the  exigencies  of  the 
present  war  situation.  Many  additional  facts  for  example  could 
have  been  secured  in  normal  times  regarding  our  alumni  in 
foreign  lands. 

The  Editor  wishes  to  thank  the  numerous  alumni  and  others 
who  have  assisted  in  the  compilation  of  this  volume.  The  alumni 
have  in  general  responded  promptly  and  fully,  although  we  regret 
that  a  few  failures  to  reply  to  our  correspondence  have  resulted  in 
a  less  complete  record  for  those  men  than  we  should  have  wished. 
"We  cannot  forbear  to  mention  the  consideration  and  courtesy  of 
The  Alpine  Press,  Inc.,  and  especially  of  Mr.  Robert  W.  Lucas,  the 
typographer,  who  has  rendered  invaluable  assistance.  Several 
students  of  the  Institution  have  given  faithful  service  in  preparing 
the  copy  and  proofreading.  Acknowledgment  should  also  be  made 
of  the  several  libraries  and  archival  depositories  to  which  the 
Editor  has  had  free  access  and  where  he  has  received  in  every 
instance  generous  and  courteous  assistance.  Among  these  should

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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 


SOON  after  the  opening  of  the  nineteenth  century  there  arose 
among  the  denominational  bodies  of  this  country  a  general  dis- 
satisfaction with  the  existing  facilities  for  ministerial  education. 
Except  for  the  Seminary  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  at  New 
Brunswick,  New  Jersey,  which  had  been  opened  in  1784,  there  was 
not  yet  in  this  country  a  single  institution  set  apart  exclusively  for 
theological  instruction.  Such  courses  of  theology  as  were  avail- 
able were  to  be  had  either  in  connection  with  the  various  academies 
and  colleges  or  more  especially  through  the  tutorial  system  whereby 
certain  older  ministers  were  accustomed  to  admit  from  time  to  time 
into  their  own  families  young  men  to  study  divinity  and  practical 
theology  under  their  personal  supervision.  In  1807,  however,  the 
Congregationalists  established  a  theological  seminary  at  Andover, 
Massachusetts,  and  thereafter  similar  institutions  were  set  up 
throughout  the  East  in  rapid  succession,  so  that  by  1825,  where 
there  had  been  but  one  such  institution  a  quarter  of  a  century 
before,  there  were  now  twelve  seminaries  devoted  exclusively  to 
ministerial  education. 

Ministerial  education  among  the  Baptists  was  first  sponsored 
by  Education  Societies  auxiliary  to  the  local  associations  of 
churches.  These  Societies  undertook  ordinarily  to  provide  pecu- 
niary assistance  to  young  men  preparing  for  the  Baptist  ministry 
while  in  attendance  upon  an  approved  academy  or  college.  A 
society  of  this  sort  was  formed  in  connection  with  the  Warren 
Association  (Rhode  Island  and  Massachusetts)  in  1793  and  in 
connection  with  the  Boston  Baptist  Association  in  1814,  that  of 
the  latter  being  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Baptist  Education 
Society. 

In  1819  the  Reverend  Jonathan  Going,  a  Baptist  minister  of 
Worcester,  Mass.,  published  An  Outline  of  a  Plan  for  Establishing 
a  Baptist  Literary  and  Theological  Institution  in  a  Central  Situa- 
tion in  New  England,  in  which  he  states  the  urgent  necessity  of 
an  "Institution  devoted  to  the  education  of  those  who  are  destined 
to  the  Gospel  Ministry."  The  sentiments  set  forth  therein  seem  to 
have  found  wide  acceptance  and  at  a  large  meeting  of  Baptist 
laymen  and  ministers  from  different  parts  of  New  England,  con- 
vened in  the  vestry  of  the  First  Baptist  Meeting  House  of  Boston 
on  the  25th  of  May,  1825,  it  was  resolved  that  the  necessities  of 
the  denomination  required  the  establishment  of  a  theological 
institution  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston,  and  it  was  requested  by  the 
meeting  that  the  Massachusetts  Baptist  Education  Society  take 
the  initiative  in  founding  such  an  institution. 

Accordingly,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Society,  having 
fixed  upon  Newton  Centre  as  the  best  location,  sponsored  a  sub- 
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scription  of  $4,250  to  purchase  the  Peck  Estate  in  that  town  and 
engaged  the  Reverend  Irah  Chase,  formerly  of  Columbian  College, 
to  form  a  course  of  study  and  to  offer  instruction  in  the  several 
departments.  On  November  28,  1825,  Professor  Chase  began 
instruction  in  his  home  in  Newton,  pending  the  purchase  of  the 
Peck  Estate  and  the  renovation  of  its  Mansion  House.  On  February 
22,  1826,  a  charter  of  incorporation  was  received  from  the  General 
Court  and  the  trustees  constituted  under  the  Act  took  over  the 
administration  of  the  Institution  from  the  Education  Society. 

The  Peck  Estate  comprised  some  eighty  acres  together  with  a 
large  mansion  house  built  about  1796,  which  was  readily  adapted 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Institution.  In  1827,  largely  through  the 
generosity  of  the  Hon.  Nicholas  Brown  of  Providence,  a  large 
brick  hall  (now  Farwell  Hall)  was  erected  at  the  cost  of  $10,000 
to  supplement  the  Mansion  House.  The  cordial  response  of  the 
denomination  to  the  venture  encouraged  the  Trustees  to  establish 
a  preparatory  department  in  1830,  but  it  was  found  impracticable 
and  abandoned  two  years  later. 

Yet  the  early  years  of  the  Institution  were  seriously  handi- 
capped by  the  lack  of  adequate  funds,  a  fact  which  more  than  once 
brought  the  Trustees  to  fear  that  the  work  might  have  to  be 
abandoned.  After  the  failure  of  two  financial  campaigns,  the 
Trustees  in  1852  were  able  to  raise  a  permanent  fund  of  $100,000 
which,  although  inadequate  for  any  extended  period  of  time, 
insured  the  continuance  of  the  Institution. 

Although  no  specific  professorships  were  established  under  this 
new  endowment,  the  Trustees  by  the  vote  of  June  23,  1856,  desig- 
nated names  for  four  chairs,  viz. :  Cobb  Professorship  of  Eccle- 
siastical History;  Farwell  Professorship  of  Theology;  Bacheller 
Professorship  of  Sacred  Literature;  and  Shepard  Professorship 
of  Biblical  Interpretation. 

In  1853  the  number  of  Trustees  was  increased  from  twenty-five 
to  forty-eight  and  an  invitation  was  extended  to  the  Northern 
Baptist  Education  Society  thereafter  to  elect  one-half  of  the 
members  of  the  Board. 

In  1866  Colby  Hall  was  added  to  the  campus  at  a  cost  of  about 
$40,000  and  greatly  relieved  the  congestion  in  the  other  two  build- 
ings. The  Library  and  Chapel  were  transferred  from  Farwell  Hall, 
while  the  class  rooms  in  the  Mansion  House  were  converted  into 
student  lodgings. 

The  steady  demand  from  the  churches  for  ministers  and  the 
limited  number  of  available  men  with  collegiate  training  resulted 
in  the  introduction  of  the  English  Course  in  1869.  Students  for 
the  next  thirty  years  were  admitted  to  this  course  without  formal 
academic  prerequisites  and  upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  a 
two-year  curriculum  were  granted  the  diploma  of  the  English 
Course.  Toward  the  end  of  the  century  a  French  Course  was  intro- 
duced to  meet  the  needs  of  the  French  speaking  churches  of  New 
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England  and  Canada,  but  it  did  not  prove  practicable  and  was 
soon  abandoned. 

During  the  years  1870-1900  many  changes  took  place  in  the 
external  appearance  of  the  campus.  The  erection  of  Sturtevant 
Hall  in  1873  provided  additional  dormitory  space  and  room  for  a 
refectory.  The  Mansion  House,  no  longer  needed  and  fallen  into 
disrepair,  was  razed  a  few  years  later  and  the  site  remained  vacant 
until  1895,  when  the  Hills  Library  was  erected  on  the  same 
location. 

The  turn  of  the  century  marked  an  increased  attention  to  aca- 
demic standards.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  (B.D.)  was 
first  conferred  in  1899  and  in  1907  the  graduate  degree  of  Master 
of  Sacred  Theology  (S.T.M.)  was  offered  to  properly  qualified 
men.  The  English  and  French  Courses  having  been  abandoned, 
the  Institution  was  enabled  the  better  to  emphasize  a  graduate 
level  of  instruction.  This  advance,  which  was  fostered  under  the 
administration  of  President  George  E.  Horr  (1908-25),  resulted 
among  other  things  in  the  concluding  of  a  reciprocal  arrangement 
in  1917  with  Harvard  University  whereby  courses  in  the  two 
institutions  were  acceptable  for  credit  in  either.  This  made  avail- 
able Harvard  courses  to  Newton  students  without  additional  tui- 
tion and  greatly  strengthened  the  academic  tone  of  the  Institution. 

The  need  for  an  abbreviated  course  of  ministerial  training  which 
had  been  met  by  the  English  Course  from  1869-99  was  still  urgent 
and  the  Institution  undertook  in  1907  to  continue  to  meet  the 
exigencies  of  this  situation  by  taking  over  the  Gordon  Bible  and 
Missionary  Training  School  in  Boston.  This  relationship  continued 
until  1914. 

To  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  trained  leaders  in  the  field 
of  religious  education,  the  Trustees  established  in  1922  a  curricu- 
lum in  Religious  Education  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Religious  Education  (M.R.E.).  Although  open  to  both  men  and 
women,  the  course  has  been  pursued  primarily  by  women  prepar- 
ing for  service  in  the  educational  work  of  the  Christian  Church. 

The  failure  of  the  New  World  Movement  which  had  promised 
to  provide  Baptist  educational  institutions  with  financial  security, 
together  with  the  decline  in  student  enrollment  and  the  mounting 
deficit  brought  a  heavy  cloud  over  the  observance  of  the  Centennial 
in  1925,  an  event  which  was  characterized  more  by  happy  retro- 
spect than  optimism  for  the  future.  The  election  of  The  Reverend 
Everett  C.  Herrick  to  the  presidency  in  1927  and  the  inauguration 
of  a  Second  Century  Financial  Campaign  resulted  however  in  a 
revitalization  of  the  Institution  and  a  revival  of  its  prestige  among 
the  seminaries. 

Negotiations  were  opened  about  this  time  with  the  Trustees  of 
Andover  Theological  Seminary  in  reference  to  the  possible  affilia- 
tion of  the  two  seminaries.  Andover  had  been  inactive  since  1925 
as  the  result  of  Court  rulings  in  reference  to  the  doctrinal  restric- 
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tions  in  the  use  of  its  endowments.  Relief  however  had  been  sug- 
gested by  means  of  cy  pres  action,  provided  an  affiliation  might  be 
effected  with  an  institution  such  as  Newton.  The  court  sustained 
the  petition  and  in  1931  Andover  Theological  Seminary  and  The 
Newton  Theological  Institution  began  cooperative  work  on  Newton 
Hill,  each  however  maintaining  its  separate  boards  of  trustees, 
faculties,  and  registers  of  students.  This  affiliation  continues  with 
complete  satisfaction  and  the  happiest  of  relationships. 

Andover  Newton  at  present  (1943)  numbers  a  faculty  of  twenty- 
six  and  a  student  body  of  one  hundred  and  ten.  There  is  a  campus 
of  forty  acres  with  ten  buildings  and  a  productive  endowment  of 
over  two  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars.  During  the  one  hundred 
and  eighteen  years  of  its  history,  Newton  has  educated  more  than 
twenty-five  hundred  students  who  have  served  in  all  branches  of 
Christian  service  in  every  part  of  the  world.

THE  following  pages  comprise  biographical  sketches  of  all 
matriculated  students  of  the  Institution  from  its  founding 
in  1825,  together  with  the  following  information  insofar  as  it 
applies  to  the  given  individual :  full  name,  date  and  place  of  birth, 
college,  length  of  residence  at  this  and  other  theological  seminaries, 
date  of  ordination,  public  services  and  occupations,  place  and  date 
of  death.  In  the  interests  of  economy  of  space,  it  has  seemed 
expedient  to  omit  the  bibliographies  which  were  included  in  the 
last  edition  and  to  indicate  by  the  word  "author"  that  such  lists 
may  be  found  by  reference  to  the  12th  edition  of  the  General 
Catalogue.  Books  written  since  1925  by  alumni  are  as  a  rule 
included  as  are  occasionally  single  important  works  of  an  earlier 
date.  Honorary  degrees  are  given  with  their  source  as  far  as 
known,  except  in  the  case  of  the  A.M.  which  is  not  noted  when  the 
A.B.  was  also  taken. 

Matriculation  implies  the  completion  of  a  full  academic  program 
for  the  first  half  year  or  semester ;  or  in  special  instances  when  a 
student  in  more  recent  years  has  contemplated  a  four  year  course, 
the  completion  of  an  academic  year  of  residence  with  credit 
equivalent  to  one  semester  and  a  half  has  been  accepted  as  fulfilling 
the  requirements  of  matriculation. 

A  denomination  or  a  state  or  an  occupation  once  used  in  a 
biographical  record  is  in  force  until  another  is  mentioned.  After 
the  statement  of  college  record  in  each  sketch  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  is  to  be  understood  unless  the  contrary  is  stated. 
A  single  date  after  the  name  of  a  college  or  similar  institution 
indicates  the  year  of  graduation.  Unless  otherwise  stated  ordina- 
tion and  pastorates  are  assumed  to  be  in  the  Baptist  denomination. 

On  the  same  line  with  the  name  is  indicated  the  number  of  years 
during  which  the  student  was  connected  with  the  Institution.  This 
is  expressed  in  terms  of  years  and  semesters,  i.e.  2.5  indicates  two 
years  and  a  half  of  residence.  Only  full  half  years  of  residence 
are  indicated  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  follow  this  prin- 
ciple consistently  although  the  frequent  changes  in  the  Institution 
calendar  have  required  some  little  ingenuity  in  calculating  the 
beginning  and  close  of  semesters  for  any  given  year.  Ordinarily 
a  student's  period  of  residence  has  been  continuous  but  in  those 
instances  where  residence  at  Newton  has  been  interrupted  by  a 
year  or  longer,  specific  dates  have  been  introduced  into  the  sketch. 

On  the  same  line  with  the  name  is  given  the  fact  of  graduation 
or  the  degree  received.  The  date  of  graduation  or  of  the  degree  of 
B.D.,  S.T.M.,  or  M.R.E.  is  the  year  under  which  the  name  appears. 
After  the  year  1933,  students  registered  in  Andover  Theological 
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Seminary  are  listed  with  the  Newton  alumni  for  each  class,  but 
designated  by  a  prefixed  obelisk  ( t ) . 

CLASSES  OF  STUDENTS 
Students  who  have  been  in  attendance  at  the  Institution  fall 
into  three  groups  and  are  so  listed  in  the  subsequent  pages,  viz. : 

I.  Students  enrolled  in  the  undergraduate  program. 

This  group  includes  those  who  have  pursued  the  regular  three 
year  program,  and  also  those  who  because  of  preference  or  lack  of 
collegiate  preparation  were  admitted  to  the  English  Course,  which 
ordinarily  required  two  years  of  residence,  and  on  the  completion 
of  which  in  the  years  between  1871  and  1899  a  special  certificate 
of  graduation  was  granted.  In  the  following  pages  classes  will  be 
found  in  chronological  sequence,  and  under  each  year  two  alpha- 
betic lists  of  students :  first,  in  capitals,  those  who  have  graduated 
from  the  three  year  program ;  second,  those  who  have  credit  for  a 
part  of  the  regular  program  together  with  those  who  have  studied 
in  the  English  Course  for  at  least  one  semester.  Students  in  the 
English  Course  in  every  case  are  designated  by  the  letter  (E.) 
after  their  name. 

II.  Students  enrolled  for  graduate  study. 

This  group  includes  those  who  pursued  graduate  studies  in  the 
Institution  previous  to  the  year  1909  for  a  period  of  at  least  one 
semester  together  with  those  who  since  the  year  1909  have  received 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Sacred  Theology  (S.T.M.) .  In  the  instance 
of  those  men  who  have  received  their  B.D.  from  the  Institution, 
the  sketch  is  not  repeated  but  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  class  in 
which  he  received  his  undergraduate  degree.  Andover  graduates 
since  1931  are  indicated  as  in  the  case  of  those  in  the  undergraduate 
program  by  a  prefixed  obelisk  ( f ) . 

III.  Students  enrolled  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Religious 
Education  (M.R.E.). 

This  degree  has  ordinarily  been  granted  to  women  and  requires 
two  years  of  study.  It  was  first  conferred  in  1923  by  Newton  and 
is  not  granted  by  Andover.

At  a  meeting  held  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Institution  on  the  eleventh  day

A  constitution  was  adopted  at  the  same  meeting,  and  provision  was 
made  for  an  annual  reunion  and  address  in  connection  with  the  exercises 
of  the  Anniversary.  Since  1897  a  second  reunion  has  been  held  in  Decem- 
ber of  each  year. 

In  1897  a  committee  was  appointed  to  confer  with  a  committee  of  the 
Trustees  "with  reference  to  arranging  for  an  organic  participation  of 
the  Alumni  in  the  management  of  the  Institution,  including  the  nomina- 
tion or  election  of  a  portion  of  the  Trustees."  The  Northern  Baptist 
Education  Society,  by  vote  at  its  annual  meeting  on  Oct.  25,  1898,  and 
by  vote  of  its  Directors  on  Nov.  21,  1898,  agreed  to  relinquish  to  the 
Alumni  the  right  to  elect  three  of  the  six  trustees  annually  elected  by  the 
Education  Society.  On  the  18th  of  April,  1900,  a  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  was  issued,  declaring  that

their  associates  and  successors,  were  constituted  a  corporation  under  the 
name  of  The  Society  of  Alumni  of  The  Newton  Theological  Institution. 
An  act  of  the  Massachusetts  legislature,  approved  March  12,  1901, 
authorized  The  Newton  Theological  Institution  to  provide  for  the  elec- 
tion of  three  trustees  annually  by  the  corporation  known  as  The  Society 
of  Alumni  of  The  Newton  Theological  Institution.  The  Trustees,  at  their 
annual  meeting  on  April  30,  1902,  voted  "that  the  provisions  in  this 
change  of  the  charter  be  adopted,  and  that  the  Alumni  be  authorized  to 
proceed,  in  accordance  therewith,  hereafter  to  elect  three  (3)  trustees 
annually  after  the  order  prescribed  in  the  catalogue  of  1902.,, 

Beginning  in  1900,  the  Society  has  annually  elected  three  trustees. 
Since  1906  the  election  has  been  by  a  mail  ballot.  The  annual  catalogues 
distinguish  the  trustees  elected  by  the  Alumni  from  those  chosen  other- 
wise. 

Membership  in  the  corporation  is  elective.  "But  only  such  persons 
shall  be  eligible  to  election  as  are  graduates  of  The  Newton  Theological 
Institution,  or  are  entitled  to  have  their  names  appear  in  the  general 
catalogue  of  said  institution  as  having  there  pursued  theological  studies." 
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By  various  votes  of  the  Society  all  persons  entitled  to  have  their  names 
appear  in  the  general  catalogue  under  classes  earlier  than  that  of  1944 

have  been  elected  to  membership  in  the  corporation.
